Sir: 

This is the first amendment to the subject application in response to the Office Action mailed 
on February 9, 2005. A shortened statutory response period of three months was set by the 
Examiner, making the response due on or before May 9, 2005. 

Applicant files this response by Express Mail on May 9, 2005 with the Certification of Express 
Mailing shown on the signature page. Thus this response is filed within the three month period. 

In response to the Office Action, please amend the above-identified application, without 
prejudice, as follows: 
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Summary of Important Points in the First Office Action 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Examiner stated that the "listing of references in the specification is not a proper 
information disclosure statement adding that under the MPEP a proper listing must be 
submitted in a separate paper. The Examiner stated that unless these references have been 
cited on form PTO-892 the references in the specification were not considered. 

In the Claims 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. sec. 112, second paragraph as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The Examiner sated that the claims were examined on the 
merits of the rotatable seatback or sub combination as claim then the independent claims. 

The Examiner noted that in Claim 9 the limitation "said latch mechanism' ' lacked a 
proper antecedent. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-7 under 35 U.S.C. sec. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ware (4,313,639) observing that Ware discloses a motorcycle backrest that rotates between an 
upright and boarding position. The Examiner enclosed a drawing explaining his rejection. 

The Examiner further rejected claims 1-4, 9 and 14-18 under 35 U.S.C. sec. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Mesinger (1,240,587), stating that Mesinger teaches a rotating seatback 
for motorcycles having an upright position and a boarding position. The Examiner enclosed a 
drawing explaining his rejection. 

The Examiner rejected claims 10-13 under 35 U.S.C. sec. 103(a) as being obvious in 
light of Ware (4,313,639). 

Finally the Examiner stated that the art of Schnitzenbaumer (6,206,399), Bonfilio 
(6,068,334), Zachary (5,501,168), Hanagan (4,953,911), Harano et al. (4,506,754), Bochynsky 
(3,887,231), George (3,822,917) and Petersen (202/0011745) all show various features of the 
claimed invention.
